18.— (0:35 p. ni.)— The 
war olhce has issued the following: 

" From Buller, Spearman's Camp, 
January 18. 

, •' One field artillery, howitzer battery 
ami I>yttleton's Brigade are across the 
Tugelu river at Potgeiter'.s Drift. The 
enemy's position Is being bombarded by 
us. 

" Five miles higher up Warren has 
crossed the river by a pontoon [i'j yards 
long. He hopes hia forces will by even- 
ing have advanced five miles from the 
river to his right front. The enemy is 
busily entrenching." 

At midnieht the war ofllce announced 
that it had no further news for publica- 
tion. When questioned with regard to 
tlie rumored British victory nnd the re- 
lief of Ladysmith, the officials replied 
that they had uo information to bi'ar 
out either feature of the rumor, and 
were inclined to think that serious 
fightiuis must precede the relief of thu 
town. 

Loudon, .Tan. 10.— A special' despatch 
from Durban, dated Wednesday, says: 
"Advices from Potgeitor's Drift dated 
yesterday (Tuesday) say that Sir Charles 
Warren has arrived within 17 miles of 
Ladysmith, and that British wounded 
are arriving at Moot Biver field hospital 
by every train from the front, iudicatin;; 
that there has already been severe light- 
ing. No confirmation of the despatch 
has been received as yet." 
LYTTLETON'S GOOD FORTUNE. 

Spearman's Farm, Natal, .Tan. 18. — (8 
a. m.)— Gen. Lyttletou's brigade with a 
howitzer buttery crossed the Tugela 
river at 'Potb'eiter!s Drift on . Tuesdajv 
January 16. The water i^>s6wabove the 
waists of the men. The Boers fired 
two shots nnd then recalled their force.? 
to the trenches, the passage being un- 
interrupted. The British advanced in 
skirmishing order, and the small- kopjes 
on the summits were occupied by 0:.'iO 
p. m. During the night it rained heiiv- 
ily. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) the Boer 
trenches were vigorously shelled in front 
of Jlount Alice, while the British re- 
mained in possession of Iho kopjes nnd 
plain. Heavy mists enveloped the hills, 
but the naval guns nnd the howitzer bat- 
tery made good practice, thoroughly 
searching the trenches. 

On the Boer right a breach was mnde 
ill a sandbag emplacement, where it is 
supposed Boer guns had been plf.v/i.l. 
The cannonade was heavy and contiuu- 
(jus, and the Boers were observed leav- 
ing the trenches in siuall parties. Tlie 
hill facing the British position was 
shelled next.

DUNDOXALD-S HOUSE. 

Mount Alice, neni- Potgciter's Drift, 
Natal, Monday, Jnn. 1.5.— The forward 
movement for the relief of Ladysmith 
began on Wednesday, January 10, from 
l'"rere and Cliieveley. Lord Dundon- 
alil's mounted brigade, with the h'iftli 
brigade under Gen. Hart, comprising 
the Dublius, the Connaughts, the Iniiis- 
killings and the Border lieginient, imi- 
ccedcil northwesterly to SpringlieUl. 
The poHilion had previously been thor- 
oughly recoil iioitercd. 

A f(>w miles outside of Frere Lord 
lOuudonald passed targets erected by the 
Boers to represent a force advancing in 
sUirinishiiig order, ICvidently the Boers 
had been tiring at those from the adja- 
cent hills.

No Certainty of llatio.ns and Men Chaf- 
ing Under Hardshipa of the 
Campaign. 

l<oiidon, Jnn. 18.— The correspondent or 
the Times nt Lorenzo Marquez, telegraph- 
ing yesterday, say: 

"An old Itrltlsh resident In the Boer re- 
public, who has Jnst been e:t|)elled. Informs 
me that ten per cent, of the Free State 
eoianinndos are Brltlaliers, or Hrttlsh born, 
who have been compelled to go to the front. 

"The Boers are so disheartened and dis- 
appointed that he predicts that a single 
big reverse would bo followed by a whole- 
sale dispersal of the Free .Staters, who are 
dlsgUBteil with the Transvanlers. 

"They have no money anil no foodstuffs, 
except uiigrouud wheat and mealies In the 
Free State, and the payment of officials' 
salaries bns been suspended. 

"In consequence of defective transporta- 
tion the men'at the front go for days with- 
out food. Bifle ammunition is running 
short, nnd what was condemned by Gen. 
Joubert at the beginning of the war as ddn- 
gerous,. is now being used. 

■'A correspodent of the Standard and 
Diggers' News says that the Boers in Natal 
are (piarrelsome, cantanlcerous, over weary 
of waiting, and of the hardships of cam- 
paign, and that thoy criticise their gener- 
als. 

•'Inforniatlon from Pretoria BOys the 
Hoor government refuses to accept the 
claim for licenses made by absentee Out- 
landers. 

"It Is difficult to trust to the efllclency 
of I'ortiigaese control over ^.-oods pasaing 
ihruugh lierc to the Traiisvaal. There is 
Utile doubt that goods are einuggleil over 
the border, but It Is ImpussIUle to say 
whether these are contraband, owing to the 
fact. that the Boers' agents command un- 
limited money, and that the Portuguese of- 
llelals can easily be bribed or hoodwinked." 

A correspondent of tbe Daily Mall at 
Lorenzo Jlnrcluo? says: 

"Numerous foreigners are arriving hero In 
French vpssels. They entrain at a station 
outside the town, and leave at a station 
birtore the Transvaal Is reached.

Hundreds have passed through In 
that way since tlie uuthreiiU .of the war."

Among these vehicies are 30 traction 
engines, which/draw froin.ten to fiftc<>n 
wagons each., • -. 

Gen. BuUer's warning about the mis- 
use of the white flag ^ly the Boers in liiB 
proelaniation to the troops is considered 
a rather broad hint to give no quarter. 
His phrase, "There will be no turning 
back," is played upon editorially'/by , the 
morning pnpCrs nS pre'safeing a cliecrful 
annoniK.'enient. The absorbing- interest 
felt in the situation in Nntal makes other 
points in the theatre of war seems micro- 
scopic. Reinforcements are moving 
toward.s Gen. ' Prehcli at Bonsburg. 
AVith these he is expected to advance. 

'The war olhce announces that next 
week will be embarked 72 guns, 2,7'IC> 
men and 2,210' horses. This is^' the 
largest consignment of artillery ever sent 
abroad. 

The war office invites 500 voluntecrB _ 
to form a sharpshooters' battalion of 
Yeomanry. ■, > ; 

Sir William McCormick says in the 
Lancet of the 300 wounded in the hospi- 
tals visited by him, only eight had boon, 
hit by shells. The British losses ini 
killed, wounded nnd captured up "to date 
are 7,087 officers and men. 

London, Jan. 10. — The Capetown cor- 
respondent of the Times, discussing 
Afrikander disloyalty, says: " I believe; 
the sympathy of every Dutchman in 
South Africa is with the two republics, 
and that a general rising is still quite 
possible. . However, there is nothing to 
implicate the Bond iiarty as' a whole' in 
an ollicially organized conspiracy against 
the Imperial govcrnincnt, although the 
Bond leaders have winked at or pan- 
dered to' sedition in order to preserve 
their popularity. 

" 'The British failures and the appear- 
ance of the Boers on British territory 
have foqicnted rebellion, but even now 
a decisive British victory would prevent 
its further spread." 

This correspondent testifies to tho 
value of the services rendered by Mr. 
Sehreincr, the Cape Premier^ in .an- em-' 
barrassing position.

highly of Mr. Hofmeyor, the real leader 
of the Bond party, and severely con-.;

A PASSENGER AGREEMENT. 

rrincipal Uuited States Roads Unite to 
Maintain Rates and Abolish 
Commissions. 

New York, Jan. IV.— A now passenger 
committee wan formed to-day by general 
passenger agents connected with the 
Trunk Line Association. They nlsii 
adopted a set of rules tor maintaining 
tlie agreement made last December 
which provides for the nnti-coimnission 
ami rate maintaining iiuestion. A re- 
port was presented in the morning by the 
(!onimittpe on rules which paraphrased 
the agreement. 

The name of the organization is the 
.Toint Passenger Committee. It is com- 
posed of representatives of the following 
railways! New York Central; Penn- 
sylvania; Erie; B. & 0.: Cleveland; 
Baltimore & Ohio; Southwestern; 
('hesapeako & Ohio; Cincinnati. Chi- 
cago & St. liouis; Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western; Lehigh Valley; 
Lake Shore; Michigan Southern; Miclii- 
i;an Central: West Shore; Grand 
Trunk; New Vork, Ontario <t Western; 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis; Toledo, 
St. Louis & Kansas City; \'aiidalia; 
and the Wabash railway for its lines 
e.ist of tlie Mississippi river, with tho 
exception of the line between Chicago 
and St. Louis. 

By the new rules these roads are 
barred from passenger cutting, directly 
or indivecll.v; can pay no comniissioiis 
on passenger tralilc; iiiust decline to 
be made parties iu rate >-uttiiig with 
other collecting lines, and must collect 
full rates for any business originating 
on a connecting line in the agreement. 

Any difference of opinion will hi 
settled by arbitration. A comuiittei 
will be chosen at each meeting, but Ij 
P. Farmer will hold the position ot sec 
retary iJernianeutly.

PLAOUIC AT HONOLULU. 

'l"wenty-two Cases tjp to Date, C 
Being u European. 

I'he latest details of the outbreak of 
I he bubonic plague in Honolulu 
given in ii despatch from that point 
dated January 8, via San Friincisco 
.January 15, as follows: " Since the 1st 
instant nine cases of plague have <h? 
veloped, ninking 22 cases to date. Thf 
board of health has adopted heroic 
measures, and it is believed tho work 
now in pro.gresR will stamp out the 
scourge in :i short time. Thus far but 
one lOuropoan has been attacked. This 
case v,-as that of Ethel .lolmson, .a Nor 
wegiaii girl, aged I'l .voars. The other 
21 cases are divided as follows: Chini 
1."): .lapanese. "2: Hawaiian. ;>; .South 
Si'a Islander. 1. On the "rd instant th 
board of health deeli-red the entire .jiidi 
(■i;il .list rid of Ilonohilil iimler qii.-iraii- 
liiie. Tlie coiiiicil of stale has appro- 
liriatcd ■'527.'!, (Kill with wliich to light the 
plague and place the city in a jiroper 
sanitary condition. The buboiiio plague 
appears to be .spreading in .fapan. lOven 
mail cannot come from there while the 
present rules are enforciMl. and the 
islaml steainsbip companies will suHVr 
heavily. The steamer Ke An Hon ar- 
rived this morning from the island with- 
out having been able to approach any 
wharf. There were deputy sheriffs 
with shotguns at every landing place, 
and they shouted the order ito keep 
away. The result was that tho steamc 
i-etariied to Honolulu absolutely empty. 
Lcinig Ohi- Tso, the Chinese reformer, 
is now .in lionolula. Thf Chinese con- 
sul has written to tho goveniment pro- 
testing against Leung being allowed to 
remain hero."

1 think If a little more at- 
tention were pai'J to keeping the streets 
clean It would add greatly to the appear- 
ance of the town. 1 have never lived In 
any town in Scotland or England where so 
little attention is paid; to .lieeping the 
streets clean as the' attention— or rather 
want of attention— given to the streets ot 
Vli'torla. In a great many cases they ap- 
pear to he eutlrcly neglected by our city 
fathers.

The domahd made by the war upon 
trans- Atlantic- steamers prnventetl fin- 
arrival in England of at least KKl.dOO 
Christmas turkeys which otherwise 
would liave been put upon the Lnglisli 
markets. As it was, however, about 
12(),0(H1 of these birds were received 
from the Dominion. 

The demand for Canadian turkeys has 
increased lo such an extent that the 
home iCamiiliaiil consumers complain 
lliat all the fat. p'nnip birds go to the 
Old Coiiiilry. while tlie poor specimens 
only are lei't lieliinil. .\ I'arisian linn 
of importers recently sent a large order 
to a Canadian sliipper for turkeys, but 
the order could not lie executed, as all 
the birds were wanted tor England. 

The Canadian poultry raisers have 
now determined to compete on a largo 
scale, after Uiis season, with those of 
Hungary, Normandy, Germany and Rus- 
sia, as from these places enormous (jnan- 
tities of poultry are despatchetl to tho 
English markets.

FROM EXPERIENCE 

Ool. Bnkor in his speech in the house 
yesteribiy referred to tbe manner 
which the revenue of tlie iirovinci- 
panded during the eight years previous 
to the advent of the present ministry 
This Increase is directly attributable to 
the manner in which the province m 
o|)ened up under the lilieral and prou'r 
sive policy ailopt(>d by tbe late Ki^vern- 
ment. lie (dtiimed that this result 
showed the policy to have been states- 
manlike. Tlie position is well taken. 
.\. i)olicy can be best judged by its re- 
sults. It is true that for a series of 
.years tln> Turner ininistr.v invested bor 
rowed nione.v in public improvements 
The loans were expressly made for the 
purpose of being so expended. Having 
lieeii so expeiideil, tbe revointe of tb 
l oiintr.v liecanie buovant anil exp:indiiif,'. 
and the excelli'iit showing made gav 
increased value to our inscribed stock, 
so that during the period in which ^tr. 
Turner held the portfolio of finance it 
rose from St! to VU. This advunce in 
\alue toed; place notwithstanding llie 
known fact that the province would be 
in the market in a short time as a bor- 
rower of more money. ^Ir. Turner in 
tloatin;.' the loan of 1,S!),~) ;;;ive the fiuMii- 
ciers who handled it to inid<Tst,iiiil in 
the most distinct way that after three 
years a new loan would probai)ly be 
issued. Thus it is demonstrated that 
the financiers of London, whoso JuiIk- 
lucnt in these matters is concedeil to be 
the best in the world, were salisfied with 
the .soundness of the policy of borrowing 
money to Iu> cx]iciided in opening tlio 
province. 

In view of these fjieis, not one of 
which can lie called in question, we sub- 
mit that the mouths of tlie'critics of the 
late administration are clo.sed so far as 
relates to the financial policy rollowcd. 
The present miniMry is following 
.■mother course. It started out by claim- 
ing that their predecessors had brought 
the province to the verge of bankruptcy 
by recklessness and pxtravugancc. There 
was little wonder, therefore, that tbey 
found' thenisclvcs conipelleil to accept 
four points less for the new loan than 
the old one was then bringing in the 
open market. The hnanciers took them 
at their word and bid for the loan : 
"■ordin^-ly. 'J'he public wcuild not touch 
ir all, and it was necessary to go to I he 
r.juik of British Columbia and the B. C. 
I. and & Investment Agency, two local 
institutiiHis wliicli tliorou>rhly understand 
the truth as to the province and how 
utterly false wore the pretensions of (he 
ministry that their predecessors bad 
been wasteful and extravagant.

Ion;; hours for working; ineti; Init we liiive 
been and are opposed to reckless inter- 
ference by the legislature between nni- 
idoycrs and emi)loyed. There was nothing 
in the ojiidition of tlii> niincrs o" ICoote- 
nay which e,,i!,.,l n,,' le^rislat ive inti'rven- 
lion. The men were satinlicd with thdr 
hours of labor and their rate of wages. 
•U least, if this was not the c.-ise, there 
was no evidence of :in.\-l!iin^: like i!i-ti',,ii- 
Iciit. The niovement for an ei.irht-honr 
d ly was not inspired by the niiuers as a 
i lass. They -ft-ould bave been ciuite natis- 
lieil to lie lei alone as tlic.v were, or, if th 
■-■o\-ernniciit thoii^'lit it ile-.iralile t.. reiiiic 
ih,- hours of labor, to have been iiivitei 
to consult with the rcprosentatives of th 
miiK.'-owucrs and the government with 
the view of arriving at a conclusion that 
Would have beiai luuiually satisfactory. 
When the condition of metalliferous iniii 
iiig ill this province is sn'ch that an righl- 
hour day can be ni:ide universal, 
.-hould be ^'!'iil to sec it ailopted. It 
iiiiKht even he iiossible to iirovide ;i means 
wherehy such a system could he hroimlit 
into opcrat'ion gradually, although doulit- 
less there would be some difUcully about 
if. Xeverthelcsn it is surprisiftg-how ilif- 
liciillies disappear when men , got together 
with .-111 honest intention of reaching a 
soliitiini of any prohlem. The plan wliich 
ought to have been adopted was to have

Defence Heard. 



Opposition Criticism At Last 
Brings Response From 
Finance Minister. 



Who Exchanges Compliments 
With Ex-ColleagucT-A Pain- 
ful Turn In Slocan. 



According to the unticipations of the 
opposition, as well as the government, 
this evening will witness tlie close of 
th(! debute on His Honor's speech at 
the opeuinK of the local Icgisluturo, a 
night sitting being ordered if necessary 
to fariuB the battle of oratory to the de- 
cisive divisioji. Yesterday proved pos- 
sibly thC'inost. interesting day since the 
discussion commenced, Col. Baker (who 
hadi moved the adjournment the previous 
evening) being followed by the Minister 
of (Fiaance, who ■ held the floor for an 
hour and a. half, devoting himself al- 
ternately .to defence of the conduct and 
policy of the administration, and denun- 
ciation of the late force in the cabinet- 
Mr; Joseph Martin. Of this gentleman 
he had to say in his peroration— carry- 
ing out the title of " the fallen angel," 
■which ' had been bestowed through the 
joint. effort- of Hon. Dr. McKechnie and 
Col. Baker— that he reminded him 
strongly of the character .in Milton, who 
had said: 

"And Id my choice 
.'t'oirclgn la worth ambition; though In Hell, 
Better to irclpi :ln Hell than serve In 
illeaven.' 

Aside from the deoate, in which Col. 
£Baker .and Hon. Mr. Cotton were the 
}Oa]y epeakers, Mr. Pooley moving the 
■'aQjonrnmcnt of the debate, interest in 
;the day .centred in the few moments 
immediately 'Preceding the adjournment, 
■vVhen Mr. Eberts moved the luljourn- 
.inent of the debate in order to bring to 
the iUttention of tlie house the reported 
>Borious condition of affairs in ihe Slocan 
mines, 'Where the mauugonient of the 
I'ayne group, near Sandon, had so come 
■into conllict with the workmen of the 
union as to anticipate trouble with that 
oi'gunizntion, and telegraph to Snperin- 
temleut llusscy for a sulllcient force to 
ailofiuiitely protect life and jjroiierty. 
Mr. Eberis was anxious to obtain from 
the Attorney-General a declaration tliat

■go.veruinent, in ^'iving tlie desired assur- 
ance, expressed the .jpinion that no .dan- 
gler need be appreliendetl — an opinion 
that ■\vus acciuiescud iu by Mr. ■Green, 
lJ>e mfembcr for the district in question.

The liouKo having 1)een opened with 
jmiyer by Kcv. 'VV. II. liarraclougli, peti- 
tions were presented by the following 
nienibers-: 

Mr. ("lifTord — From M. King, asking 
for leave to present a delayed petition, 
for the uieorporation of a company to 
bnlld and operate a railway from Ilyea 
River to a point at nr near Lake Ben- 
nett, with all usual incidental privileges.

made, again emphnsi/.iiig the iinimrtauce 
of the consideral ilia of time. 

The member for ( '.nriliuo had luisrepro- 
seiited facts iu emliMvoring to lead the 
house and people In believe that the late 
government was or could bo in any way 
responsible for the complications in 
mining titles that had arisen i'.i Atlin. 
He demonstrated how, the birth of Atlin 
as an important mining district being 
almost co-incident with the going out of 
the Turner ministry, such a (condition of 
afl'airs as had been charged was an im- 
posibility; and hold that this was but 
one more illustration of the general dis- 
position of members on the government 
side to meet the fact.4 and; arguments of 
their political opponents witli fiction. 
The trouble was that the members of 
the opposition could not surmise what 
fiction would next be launched and were 
therefore handicapped. 

Coming to the matter of the speech 
itself, it would be found that the oppo- 
sitioii had proposed an amendment strik- 
ing^ out all save the portion emphasizing 
provincial loyalty, with which all con- 
curred. To make good before the house 
and the electorate the charge of lost 
confidence upon which this amendment 
was based, he proposed to review brieliy 
the record of error that the present 
government had written for itself since 
its accession to power. To begin with, 
he declared that it had been brought into 
existence unconstitutionally. When His 
Honor had called upon Mr. Beaven to 
undertake the formation of a govern- 
ment, and that gentleman had failed, 
the proper course would have been to 
have summoned the members for a 
special session of the legislature, and on 
a vote being taken, the administration 
could have been given into the hands of 
the proper persons. The difficulties 
that had been experienced by Premier 
Scmliii in constructing and in holding 
together his cabinet were next dealt 
with, and exception was taken to the 
boast of the government members that 
they represented the feelings, and the 
wishes of the people of British Colum- 
bia. Th(> late attorney-general (Mr. 
Martin) liad distinctly denied that ho 
had ever been elected as a sut)l)orter of 
the .Semlin government; he had denied 
that he had ever run as such. He 
claimed to have been elected as an inde- 
p_endent. and to have so* remained. 
Again, it was fcaind that the gentleman 
who now occupied the jiosition of Attor- 
ney-General, who certainly had not been 
elected as a representative of the admiu- 
tnition of which be was now a member- 
on the contrary he hud been cho-sen by 
the people directly to oppose the gentle- 
men with whom he was now associated, 
and had been assisted and supporteii 
throughout all his campaign, with funds 
and otherwise, by the followers of the 
tiicn government led by Mr. Turner. 

Tae legislation of lust session had not 
neon m the interest or for the advantage 
of Llie iM'ople. On tlie ceiitrarv. the very 
nrst and most signiticant measure had 
been iu the direction of deliberatelv fiet- 
liug these rights at naught. It had" been 
designed for the purpose of providing a 
temporary majority by whicli the busi- 
ness might be conducted during that so«- 
sioii. This legislation, so distinctly an- 
tagonistic to the princlplee of popular 
government had net been justified, nor 
had nil attempt been made to justify it. It 
had been devised as a desperate e.-cpe<lient 
and forced through the house by .sheer 
brute force, against precedent and all 
constitutional right. 

As for the subso(iuent legislation of the 
fictision, it had been equally pernicions— 
aa.sty, ill-advised, and calculated to, us it 
had, operate projiidicinlly to the country 
and all its important industrius. The 
government realized the erroncoiLs char 
actor of their last year's legislation now 
they knew well that the declarations of 
the oiiposition at its past^age, that it was 
hasty and ili-advi.sed, had bci'n substanti 
ated— yet what did tliev <lo'.' Did tli"y 
come out manfully and a(iinit their blun 
dors'? On the contrary. They laid all 
the blame for what had been wrongly 
done upon the mc-uiher for \'anc(Hiver 
City, who had left their ranks, Thev 
wore (juile prepared to admit that they 
had last session sunk their identities to 
bui command; that he bad <lmninate<l and 
coiitrollod; and that wlien thi; session bad 
ended they had tspewcd him out like a 
lK)htical Jonah. As for the position of 
the junior member for Esquimau, that 
gentleman's abilities had not been re- 
cognized by his aissociates of last serisiun, 
and (after lending them valuable sui)port 
all through that session, and finding it 
unappreciated) he hud found himself too 
< ast out into his present ^vinter of dus- 
con tout— the government «side having re- 
fused to recognize hia lability or his ser- 
vice to tlicni and to hi.s country. The 
present, government having but a: major- 
ity of one, the member lor Southeast 
Jvooteiiay contended with force that it 
was useless for them to claim to be able 
!o i>roperly conduct the business of the 
country or control the house. They were 
in fiucb a position that any individual 
member w1i.-j cho.'^e to, might control. He 
could hold his vote, as a pistol, at the 
head of the leader of the rgovernnieut and 
wlieiiever he deslrefl anything, command 
the |)rendcr to fall or deliver. To ter- 
minate this coiidition^of afl'airs it appear- 
ed by the speech that instead of placing 
themselves in cuch a position that they 
iiiiglit with safety apply to the people for 
ail eiuloi-salioii, the government now pro- 
posed another method of procedure to 
secure a meclianiciil majority. They 
would re-distribute What' they iielieved to 
1)0 a sate ■consiituenkv, and tliiis add one 



were prepared ns well tv.put their hands to their side of the house. The proposal 
down in their pocketa and...8upDly them was one «o stronglyj.to ^e caudcmnod 
with the cqulpmcnt 'they would requiie I that he •■was^ 'iiot surpijsed 
in.xolus to. the front , He^hppcd^thnt j«tuunch .nn,advocatc;^i: tbe> 
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as the New Westminster Columbian ex- 
pressing the hope that the government 
would not thns endeavor to "drag oat a 
miserable existence with a bare major- 
ity.'' Wlieii a leading government puiicr 
so took the administration to task for 
its discreditable tactics to retain place 
and power, surely it was tiio duty of the 
opposition to direel siiee.ial attention to 
the same signihcant subjer.t. 

With respect to the subject of^uc.i- 
tion— it had been stated frequently that 
the cost here was mucli greater than in 
the other provinces. This wan in one 
sense a mistaken impression. Here all 
the expense of education was, by the 
law, taken from general roveiui(>; where- 
as in the other provinces a portion only 
was SI) devised, the remaining poritioii of 
the cost of education bein.u' secured by 
local aKsessiueiiis lor school purposes. A 
greater (•liarge was therefore apparent 
hen.' than was actuiil, although the oi)er- 
ation of the two forms of collection had 
really very little differi nee in effect— it 
did not really matter much to the people 
wlietlicT they paid for their schools en- 
tirely by taxation for the general re- 
venue, or by a contribution to the general 
revenue in nart and the sneeial charge 
for schools in part. It was quite possible 
that some desirable changes iu thin di- 
icction might be madt. — he -hsd indeed 
had them in contemplation in his capa- 
city as minister of education when the 
late government, of which he had been 
a member, was relieved of office — and he 
was quite prepared to give his serious 
consideration and support to any propot>- 
ed change that lia<l ben well considered 
and a;)peared in the dirvrction of increas- 
ing the favorai)!e position of the province 
while not jeopanlizim; in any way the 
elllcieiicy of tlie educational iilan. The 
general plan of education in this province 
he looked upon as one of the country's 
best advertlsemunLs— as well as the right 
and advantage of the citizens. The fact 
that whenever ten children of schoid age 
were found in a. c-omnmnity, a tacher 
could be secured — or for every tewenty 
children, a school— wen very far toward 
bringing in the most desirable settlers. 

As for the Columbia ■iiid Western 
grant, and the jn'oposal to substitute a 
cash subsidy for tiie land consideration 
given to induce construrtion of this road 
—it was really a matter that the present 
government had little to do with, it hav- 
ing been passed upon by the legislature at 
llie time tliat the alternative was allow- 
ed of giving <;ash or land assistance as 
might he deemed best. Considerable bad 
been saiil in antagonism to liiud sub- 
sidies iu any event. It should not he 
forgotten that a few years ago this was 
virtually the only form of assistance 'the 
lirovince was competent to extend in or- 
der to induce the opening up of the pro- 
vince. The gOTcrnraent of that. day would 
I have been made to think .Of offering 
cash bonuses, for thoy had no cash; while 
it was ntH.•t^sBary, in order to promote the 
I)roperity and development of the country, 
to offer the only consideration that was 
available. Nor had the f^yateni operated 
injuriously to the province, as the history 
of its progrcit* would attest. With re- 
gard to the Briti.sh Columbia Southern, 
this bill had been passed as long ago ns 
1888, and while the government mem- 
bers ■were /low even so bold as to claim 
that coal lands had been given away that 
were so valuable that their o[>eratioii 
would have enabled the aftairs of the 
country to be carried on withoiU: taxation 
it was Higiiilicjuit that for ten or twelve 
years a company liad been sought that 
would accept the lauds and build th(.' 
road. An indicition had been given of 
the desire on the part of some of the 
gentlemen opposite to introduce govcrii- 
nient ownership of railways in lliis jiro- 
vince. He could understand why this 
should be — in view of the very peculiar 
legislation for power that had been car- 
riwi through by thLs government -fiince it 
came into being. The operation of the 
railways could, no doubt( ho made a very 
useful feature of the political machine, 
and the party thus hope to retain power 
indefinitely. For his own part, while 
government ownorshi]) of railways was 
possibly very good in some countries and 
under <'ertain conditions of national de- 
velopment, Briti.-h Columbia was not yet 
ready for them. The country had first 
of all lo be got on a permanent basis; 
and then, when the public ownership sys- 
tem Was adopted, great care should be 
taken to prevent its becoming a means 
of political iiower. 

With respect to the clause dealing with 
tlie anticipated opening up of the Omine- 
ca country — it had been borrowed or ap- 
propriated fr<ini the late government, on- 
ly lli;it it did not go as far as that gov- 
ernment's broad plan to open up, not 
the- Omineca alone, but all parts of the 
province. Dealing with' the charges of 
extravagance that had been put forward 
by gentlemen on the other side, the mem- 
ber for South Koolenay quoted figures of 
revenue and e.\peniliturti in explanation of 
the aiiparent, Imt not -.ictual, delicit. In 
tin? financial year of lSf).S-i) the net ex- 
jienditure had Iteen ,*2,l,"i(i.-17;!, and the 
net revenue and expenditure on public 
net revenue .$1,,531,0;W, the difference be- 
ing .ft)2.'j.8;5,'). But in that year 
there had been an expend it are on public 
works of ?80(!.0-ll, which bad to be de- 
ducted from the apparent deficit, and 
would leave a surplus of $200,000 odd. 
If the lute government had rested on its 
oai-s and not devoted its energies intel- 
ligently to the development nnd opening 
nji of the province and ills industries," it 
could very easily have 'shown i\ surplus 
— but British Columbia wouhl not have 
so advanced and prospered. (Applause.) 
If the late govonimcnt had pursued such 
a policy of false oconoinj- it would have 
lieen false to its prdgressive poUcv and 
and falw to the interostfi of the people. 
On the contrary,' it had gone to the Lon- 
don market, got mopey to develop the 
couutry—finnnciers appreciating the intel- 
ligent policy tliy, hud .been inaugurated j 



—and in ten year.s had so improved pro- 
vincial condition.s as to have almost 
quadrupled the revenue. This showed 
li e broad-niii'.diHl, statesmanlike policy of 
the late government. The spL>ecli of Ilifi 
Iloiuu- had stated that the minister of 
finance had floate<l the new loan at « 
more advantageou.s rate to the province 
than that of the previous loans. This 
statement, although partially correct, tlid 
not give a fair view of the actual facts. 
.•\s a fact, the minister of linjincc in the 
late government had placed ilie last loan 
at il."), the (piotation on the market being 
D.S; while the present mjnic<rer of iinance 
had iikicdd the new loan at 00, when the 
quotation on the market wa:> lOO or par. 
It was, therefore, easy to see that rela- 
tively speaking the former loan was dis- 
)iosed of under much more favorable con- 
ditions. 

Taking up the oiglU-hour law, he was 
as much the friend .>f tlie v.-orkingnian 
as anv member of the house. But he 
would never have introduced legislation 
such as this, based upon the sole object 
of catching the labor vote. This legis- 
lation was class legislation, pure and 
simple. It wa.s legislation that had not 
been wanted by the mine-owners, and 
(lid not benefit the workers in reality. 
It bad been devised to catch votes, and 
lie was very much mistaken if the work- 
ingmen of to-day would be deceived by 
it. Such tactics might have been ef- 
fectual with the workers of long ago, 
but thanks to the good education secur- 
able in the public schools, the standard 
of intelliBcnce had been raisc<l, and it 
was no longer possible to bluff or mis- 
lead the worker as to the true conditions 
inlbiencing such legislation. The work- 
ingnian, be felt conhdent, would reahzi! 
that it was not in such special legislation 
that his interests were best iirouiotcd. 
His interests were identical with the m- 
terests of the province, and the legisla- 
lion that would develop industries, bring 
iu capital and provide work and wages 
was the legislation that wcnild co-inci- 
dently benefit both the workingman and 
his employer. To give an illustration 
of the fact that the workers were quite! 
well aware that too much meddling with 
the laws affecting labor was being done, 
he recalled the f.ict that the Dominion 
had had an ollicer engaged for some time 
past in investigating tlie conditions of 
labor. When this ollicer, .Mr. Clute, 
was in lOast Kootena.v, he had made a 
searcliing inquiry into all conditions af- 
fecting the ('row's Nest Coal Co.'s 
works, and he had found them eminently 
satisfactory. f)n the conclusion of his 
investigation, he had asked If there was 
anything the Pominion government 
coi'ild do for the workmen, and the presi- 
dent of the union tersely replied that 
there -was— to leave the workmen alone. 
All this over-legislating in the alleged 
interest of the workingman was to be 
very carefully looked into. Ah to the 
subterfuge of the government in endeav- 
oring to lay the blame for the discre<lit- 
iiig of the province in London at the 
time tlic last loans were being floated by 
the 'I'uriier government uixui an humble 
fanner living on one of the islands— it 
was in keepin^' with the general policy 
to vilify and blackguard the late govern- 
ment by inuendoes whicli no attempt 
had ever been made to substantiate, for 
the good reason that there was nothing 
in them. The honorable gentleman 
closed with a reference to the mistaken 
policy of makin.i; frequent and unneces- 
sary changes in the mining laws. These 
laws were now declared to be the iiidSi 
perfect mining laws in the world, and 
this being the case they should as much 
ns possible be left alone. He referred 
briefly to the illiberality of the Allen 
Exclusion Act, ns contrary to the open 
door policy for which Britain had de- 
clared, and calculated to retard the 
settlement ond development of the prov- 
ince, thereby operating most disadvan- 
tageously; such legislation might catch 
a few votes, but it would not be. in the 
int -est of the country, and as such was 
to be condemned. In conclusion ho sug- 
gestGd that Premier Semlin should take 
the earliest opportunity to appeal to the 
country, or at all events devise some 
honorable means to secure ellicient con- 
trol of the house, and thereby carry on 
the government of the country with 
crwlit and success. 

.HON. .MI!. C.VRTER-COTTON, on 
rising to continue the debto, was received 
with loud cheers from both sides -of the 
house. He said: 

".\Ir. Speaker: I thought it would have 
been unneci-ssary for me to speak on this 
occasion. I tiiiiik far too much of tlii! 
tiiiU' of this house lias been taken up in 
discussiii),' this subject, and it would be 
better ir we .eoi down to business. But 
lion, gentlemen on the other side of the 
liouric sci ill very anxious that the Finance 
Minister siioiild say something. {Ap- 
plautse.) As tlie.v have insistivl on my 
getting up they must not blame me if 'l 
spoil some political Tcputations, or cut 
off some political heads in the remarks 
I may ,n,ake. (Applause.) There was 
another reiuson wdiich I had for Tiopiiig 
that I should not be called upon to speak 
on this occasion, and that is the dirtliko 
I have to have to make any peroonal re- 
ferences. I have been in this house for 
ten years, and I think hon. gentlemen 
who have been -with me duriiig that time 
will admit that I have always been care- 
ful lo avoid as far ttS possible any re- 
fk'ciioiis or per.sonal remarks. But un- 
fortunately matters have occurred, in. this 
province during the la8t.*8ir iftohthsvln* 
connection with this •. goyerhineiit ' /^niid 
this legislature whiobj hii^ye i.eompelled 
hon. momhors on (hi«'fil<}en<>t-tlie^houfio, 
and also some members of the govern- 
ment, to inal;o some remarks which I am 
quite -sure that nothing hut a sense of 
duty would have comiiclled them to make. 
(Hear, hear.) I allude to the circum- 
stances which have reduced the majority 
Of tlus govemmoDt froni, the six. which. 
It had at the laaf session to the'tw'O 



which it now lias. While I listeued to 
the admirable speeches of the mover and 
seconder, I was struck hy t\w fact that 
one of those gentlemen reprsentcd the 
largcfit city in the province, Vancouver, 
one of those gonllemen represented the 
the largest city iu the Interior, and what 
may bi! called the capital of the mining 
district. Turing to other district:., you 
will find that the industrial centres, tlie 
centres of wealth and progress in this 
province, are almost without exception, 
represented liy nienibeits on this side of 
the house. (Government applause.) That 
being so, it seeia.va remarkable fact— a 
fact that to a straiiger wtmld appear al- 
most iiiexplicable--tlial, notwithstanding 
that thi! majority of the government has 
fallen from six, last sesisiou, to two this. 

Col. Baker — Only one. 

Hon. Cater-Cottnn— Two; I think I am 
correct.' But I am ulway.--. pleased to be 
corrected by the hon. member for South 
East Kootenay. 'IVeiity members sup- 
port the government ag.iiiist eighteijn on 
the opposition side, including the two who 
have just gone' over. 

Col. Baker said that the Bpeaker could 
not be considered as being on either side. 
He did not think that hon. gentlemen op- 
posite sliould consider for a moment that 
the «peaker would always vote on then- 
side. , , 

Hon. -Mr. Carter-Cotton— I do not 
think, sir, that I reflect on your inde- 
pendence. I merely said we had two ma- 
jority. If the hon. gentleman likes to 
call it one. In order to keep in harmony 
with his facetious remarks of a f''\v 
moments ago, I have no olijection. One 
is Just as good as ii dozen, if the govern- 
ment has a majority. As I was saying, 
circumstances brought up by the leader 
of the opposition party compelled hon. 
members on thiri side of the house, and 
especiaily the leader of the government, 
to make" some remarks on this m;itter; 
and ill the .siieech made by the tliiyd 
membt-'r for Vancouver (Mr. Martin), 
who made some very severe reilecnoiis 
iqion myself, wliicii 1 feel <'alled upon to 
refer to", not hecaiise 1 care for them one 
jot iiersonally, but because I have the 
honor of being one of the ministei-r; of 
I lis Honor. (Government applause.) 
That hon. gentleman (Mr. Martin) sought 
to east the reflection upon me that I dom- 
inated the present government, and that 
I expelled him— I think those were the 
words— from the cabinet. I am sorry 
the lum. gentleman is not in his place, 
but tile house cannot he stopped again if 
he chooses to be absent." 

Mr. ^raltin entered the house several 
minutes later. 

" 1 think." continued Hon. Mr. Carter- 
Cotton, "that hoiiorafilo" meiniiers on 
both sides of the house will see that 1 
am not making any personal attacks or 
saying anything 1 t.ould avoid saying, 
when 1 refer briefly to the circum- 
stances which I understand led to the 
honorable gentlemon's secession from 
the <abinet. I will say this for him, 
tliat until one matter in connection with 
iiiv department of lands and works, 
nroiio, he and I worked in the greatest 
harmony. I acknowledge that honor- 
able gentleman has considerable ability, 
although I think in some directions it 
has been overrated; but until a certain 
matter arose in the government, the hon- 
orable gentleman and mystdf winked in 
the greatest harmony, and I am willing 
and pleased lo have this opportunity of 
saying that this iirovince is iiidobled to 
him for considerable valuable legislation. 
(Applause). Then the matter — I might 
almost say crisis — arose as to what is 
kuo^wn throMglioiit the province— and 
has indeed become known throughout 
llie Dominion — as the Deadnian's Island 
(luestion. 1 must state briefl.v the facts 
of this matter. There is a small island 
iu the harbor of Vancouver, seven acres 
at high tide and coiisiderabl.v more at 
low tide, which' is iiarticuhirly advan- 
tageousl.v situated for coniinercial and 
sliii)piiig purposes. It is also in close 
pro.xiniit.v to that splendid domain, 
Stanle.v I'ark. In fact at low water 
you can walk across from the mainland 
to tlie island. There have been in the 
past many apiilicntions for that island. 
It is n "rahiahle piece of property, but 
there has-been, as- 1 nnderstand, some 
doubt as to the ownership, and the late 
government thcrofort} refused to dispose 
of it. But in the spring of last year 
Jlr. Ludgate came to this province, and 
proposed to acquire that island, osten- 
sibly ns a silo for a sawmill. He was 
informed, ns I understand it, that it 
was Dominion property. He accord- 
ingly went to Ottawa and got what pur- 
ported to be a lease of the island for -~) 
years, with a condition of renewal for 
another 25 years, at an annual rental 
of $o(W. AVhen this was brought to 
my notice, I tliouglit it my duty as chief 1 
commissioner of lands and works to 
make some imiuiry as to the titli- of the' 
Dominion government to that island. 1 
The result of the preliminary exainiiia- ' 
tion which I made in the records of the f 
oinpo convinced me that it was not Do- ' 
minion but Provincial projierty. I 
brought this matter before my col- 
leagues, and they (locided that the mat- 
ter should be further investigated. 
Meanwiiile Mr. lyiidgate, a.s I under- 
stand it, had retained the third member 
for Vancouver (Mr, JIartin) as his soli- 
tor, and that gentleman discussed the 
subject with the government, and stig- 
gested that we should practically give 
hin^ a lease, leaving tlie . question to be 
settled afterwards as to the ownership 
of the island. 

When I heard that I objected very 
strenuously, because I held, and it is a 
fact, that we could not deal with that 
island without going through certain 
preliminaries under our land laws, and 
that we were bound in the public inter- 
est to put the island up to public com- 
petition. That is to say, wo should ask 
for tenderai'so.that.if we.decided. to lease, 
or sell it," we might fbe- sure of gettlng- 



for the province' the best price. I am 
sure every honorable member will say 
that was a proper and business-like 
course to pursue. Yon will see that if 
^\c■ agreed to let Mr. Ludgate have the 
island, pendin.g the decision of the ques- 
tion, we could not have got the best 
price for it, nor could we, until that 
(luostion was settled, put it up for com- 
petition and expect to get fair offers in 
competition with Mr. Ludgate. He 
was in an advantageous position, having 
his arrangements with the Dominion 
government, and if he could make ar- 
rangements with us his title was good. 
At the same time, any outside person 
who might think of tendering for the 
island would be deterred because he 
would consider that he might be ejected 
at some time by the Dominion govern- 
ment. Therefore there could be no fair 
and open tender, for no one would care 
to bid against Jlr. Ludgate. Things 
went on in rather an unpleasant posi- 
tion, until at last Mr. Ludgate took 
possession of the island and began to 
chop down the trees. Then 1 deter- 
mined to take action on my own respon- 
sibility as chief commissioner. I sent 
up orders to the timber inspector at 
Vancouver, an officer of the department, 
to take possession of the island. * The 
Premier and myself also communicated 
with tlie Attorney-General, he being in 
Vancouver at the .time, and requested 
him to take steps in . that direction. I 
need not go into -what followed; that is 
known to everybody; but after having 
acted in that way as the attorney-gen- 
eral of the province, after having tcle- 
graiihed to Ottawa that in the opinion of 
this government the propert.v belonged 
to the province, what do we find '/ That 
the honorable gentleman (Mr. Martin) 
stated in an interview published in Van- 
couver that he was still attorney or 
solicitor for Mr. Ludgate. Then I 
thought it was time to express myself 
fully and openl.v. I could not see how 
any man could act as legal adviser to 
(he government and yet be the legal ad- 
viser of a party with whom the goverii- 
nieiit was in conflict. (Applause). There- 
fore I, as the honorable gentlenian said 
to you the other day, put my foot down, 
and if I had not done that \ would have 
been recreant to my trust, and subject 
to severe condemnation by the house and 
the people. What followed you know. 
As a result of that and other things the 
internal conditions of the cabinet were 
not satisfactory, and the Premier, in the 
exercise of his undoubted right, called 
on the honorable third member for \'an- 
eouvcF (Mr. Martiii) for bis resignation. 
B»t, sir, as he has told yon, and as lie 
has told the public m the newspopers. 
he refused to resign and demanded that 
a caucus should be held to settle the 
fjuestion. Well, I considered then, as I 
consider now, that was a most ridiculous 
and miconstitr.tional course, it being 
clearly the right of the Premier to dis- 
miss a minister, just as much as it is his 
riglit to ask a man to become a meniber 
of his cabinet. But the Premier, willi 
his large-heiirtedness and courtesy, sub- 
mitted to that arrangement and the 
caucus was ludd. And the decision of 
the caucus was thar in the iiilerests of 
the government, of the party, and of the 
province the honorable genlieman should 
resign. He did resign. Now what is 
there in that; is not that the proper 
courseV 'J'he honorable gentleman talks 
about being expelled. He resigned when 
he founil the conditions were such as 
he slated— when he stated that if a 
majority of the governnieiit siqiiiorters 
were against him he would resign— tliat 
might have ended it. But I want to 
point out (o you under what obligation 
that arrangement placed the honorable 
member. He had in his letter laid him- 
self under this obtlgatlon—thnt having 
abided by the decision of the party in 
resigning from the government, he 
should also abide by their decision and 
••ontiaue, if not to support the party, 
yet to allow the party to go on in its 
course. (Apidause). ■j'ake the other 
case, Mr. Speaker; suppose that caucus 
had supported the honorable gentleman, 
ami had said wo think he is in the right, 
and the Premier is in the wrong; wliat 
would have happened"? The I'remier 
would have resigned at once, nnd I would 
have resigned, and Mr. Martin no doubt 
would have been called upon to take the 
premiership. What then would wo 
have done'/ "Wo would have remained 
as members of this house and given the 
government a fair and indeiiendeiit siqi- 
port, because the government up to that 
time had carried out the policy upon 
which we were elected. (Applause). 
And until that government turned from 
tliose principles, abandoned its jiolicy, 
we, as honorable men, would liave been 
liound to sujiport that policy, to siqiport 
those principles nnd carry out the pro- 
gramme which our constituents sent us 
lo this liousi' to adopt. (Applause). 

Was that tiic- action of the hon. third 
member for Vancouver (Mr. :Martin)'/ 
No, sir. Within two days of that deci- 
si(ni in that caucus we find him saying 
that everything he could do, in the house 
and in liie province, to crush this gov- 
ernnicnt would be done. Is that hoiior- 
able'^ la not the lion, gentleman practi- 
call.v, nhnolutely, auUiiiliy, i.liruned to 
give--out.s-ide the understanding he gave 
that he would alnde bj the (ieeision of 
tlie caucus— his support to the lu-iiiciples 
ho was elected upon"/ But he turns right 
round and sayei that not only will ho not 
abide by the cuucuh, but that he will not 
abide by the party, the cause, nor hia 
constituents. Now, as I said before, 
these personal matters are very disagree- 
able to me, but I think every member of 
the house, after the speech of, the hon. 
gentleman the other day,5wUl»SBiy^ that I 
coulil not do anything-niorei than make) 
this explanation. (Applause.) I think I 
have made it fairiy— I think I have stat- 
ed the facts, which must.- npiHsal to every 
iropartinl and rcar'>iiable man. -I have no 



perspual quarrel ■with the hon, gentleman. 
I haye no feeling of bitternees at all to- 
wards him, but as a public man and as 
occupying the position he has assumed in 
this and other matters, I must say that 
I 'would regard him in any position of 
pubjie trust in thiS'provinco as a danger 
to the commonwealth, and as such he 
must be avoided. (Applause.) I sny that 
some actions that ho has done, some poli- 
cies which he indicated in his speech last 
week, are Huch as must not he permitted 
to be carried into effect if we have the in- 
terests and the permanent advantage of 
this <:ouiitry at heart. I have done with 
that part. I regret that the hon. gentle- 
man has certain characteristics, mental, 
intellectual and moral, which I think 
have, as you know, iu the past worked to 
his detriment, and will in the future ever 
prevent him being any important factor 
in the public life, either of this province 
or of the Doiniuion. Some characteristics 
which have made him impossible to work 
in harmony with members of the cabinet 
here, have altio been apparent in the 
East. We find him ejected at Winni- 
peg, rejected at Ottawa, and again in 
tliks pi'ovince cast into outer darkness. 
(Applause.) While the hon. member for 
South East Kootentiyi Col. Baker, wos 
.speaking when he referred In a touch- 
ing manner to his friend and BUpporter

Col. Baker — never did. . '

Col. Baker — I said that Mr. Martin had 
distinctly disclaimed that he hud any- 
thing to do with the opposition party;

Hon. Mr.. Carter-Cotton— r;do not . say 
that Mr. Martin claimed to oelong, to the

But as I 
was saying, when Col. Baker nlluded to 
the hon. third niemhcr for Vancouver 
City as a fallen nngel, those linos of Mil- 
ton came into my mind, and perhaps into 
the minds of other hon. gentlemen- thofie 
words which are put into the mouth of 
Satan. . , 

' " "And In my choice 
To roign Is worth ambttloD, though In liell; 
lietter to roIgn In hell than serve In 
Heaven." 

That exactly expresses the character, 
the sentiments, the views of my honor- 
able friend, the third member for Van- 
couver (Mr. Martin.) He must reign, 
not constitutionally, but as an autocrat, 
as a despot, in whatever community, in 
w hatever government, in whatever nsso- 
ciatiou he is. (Applause and laughter). 
1 lliini;, with all due deference and kind- 
ness Inwards him, merely criticizing him, 
merely analyzing his character us a mat- 
ler of curiosity or of scientific research — 
I say lb.it is the defect which has proved 
iu the iiast to lie bis bane, and will be so 
in the future, that inability to work har- 
moniously and fair with other men. 
(Loud applause), how, I think, I have 
done with tlie honorable:.^gentleman in

M r. .losenh Martin interjccted'-fbat be- 
fme the honoilible gentleman' left the

ly had a provincial chiirter— that wlnle 
Mr. Ilaldane's opinion was nnsatisfac- 
tory on that point, the opinion of the io- 
ronto lawyers was that the railway was 
■inot entitled to that grant. I thmk the 
*hon. gentleman must have forgotten eu- 
-.tirely the languaso of those opinions. 1 
■i'may say also — in order to make this m:it- 
- tor clear, and in order to t^how what the 
government has done to conserve the in- 
terests of this province— that about»,Tuue 
last while the hon. gentleman was still 
Attornoy-Genoral, we had strong <le- 
mands made on us, the government, and 
especially on myself as Chief Couiinis- 
(^ioner of I.ands and AVorks, to issue 
crown grants for the laud which the 
comp:":y had become eutitled by their 
construction of the Crow's Xesl Pass 
railway. Meanwhile, as some ot t.ie 
niembeTS of this goveriiineiit luid always 
taken a very strong stand against these 
Htihsidios, and as there were certain que.>^- 
tions that appeared in doubt, we decided 
to take the opinion of counsel as to our 
position, and as to the opinions to which 
the hon. gentleman referred. But in 
June last or in the beginning of July, 
Senator Cox and .Mr. Robert JaUray, two 
gentlemen of high standing in the Do- 
nvinion, interested in the company, came 
down about these crown grants.

:\rr. Martin laughed loudly and satir- 
ically.

Hon. Mr. Cotton said that lie would 
have to apply to Mr. Martin T^ord St.

Me said all the best land bad 
been jiiidvcd out: that the rest was mostly 
mountainous land not worth having, 
and he sought to Impress the country 
that Ihe government were making a 
most improvident bargain.

Pa.s-'-iw.'i' Train Bmlly Wrecked-All 
U:in(ls Biit Itniki'inaii Escape 
Serious Injury. 

KKijn.Ihe Nelson Tribune, .Ian. 15. 

A 'C;. p. 11. train was badly wrectod on 
(lu- Crow's NoBt road about noon yester- 
dny. By a miracle no Uvea were lost, hut 
ihi-eo nu-n were more or loss Injured. The 
loss to the company ulll be heavy, as sev- 
<iral cars were damaged beyond li.ipe of 
repair. The cause of the wreck has not 
been determined, but the only tenable the- 
luy i-c nis to be that a rail spread, allowing 
the baggage <'ar to jump the track. 

The accident happened at a point one 
mile ast of Crc^ton. The Iraln conijirlscd 
a locomotive and tender, baggage cur, col- 
onist ear, llrst-olass coach and Pullman 
car. The train was running at an ordin- 
ary rate of speed and was rounding a curve 
when the crash came. The locomotive 
kept the rails, and the tender, baggage car, 
colonist and first-class coaches were hurled 
Homl^ distance from the track. 

The scene after the passengers extricated 
themselves was Btartling, and on every side 
wonder was expressed that halt a aozon or 
more lives had not been lost. The bag- 
gage ear was at a right angle to the track. 
The trucks, floor and one side of the col- 
onist had been torn up, and the remainder 
of the cur crumpled up as though the ma- 
terial had been tin. The Orst-cluBB car 
was thrown over two great stumps fifteen 
feet from the track and was buckletl up 
and generally dismantled. The Pullman es- 
caped llgbtlv, the front end being telescop- 
ed and thrown from the track, while the 
rear trucks kept the rails. 

There were some fifteen passengers 
aboard the wrecked train, among them be- 
In" .1 C. Drury, of Ro.ssland, and T. G. 
I'roctor, of Nelson. Mr, Drury tells a 
graphic story ot the wreck In part as fol- 
lows: ".Mr. Proctor and myself were the 
only occupants of the PullmnB, and were 
seated In the smoking compartment hen 
the crash occarred. Wc were thrown about 
the compartment roughly, but escaped with- 
out a scratch. On recovering our feet we 
rushed out and at first glance concluded 
that everyone In the cars ahead must have 
been killed. In a moment, however, jms- 
sengers began to climb out ot windows, and 
we forced the door of the flrst cluss coach 
to allow those within to escape-. No one 
In this coach was Injured. In the colonist 
car two passengers received sculp wounds, 
but only one ot them was at uU .seriously 
hurt. ,, , . 

"The baggngeraan was quite badly hurt. 
He was crushed about the shoulders and 
blps When the accident happened he was 
Iiladng u quarter of beet and a package 
of money near the door to be put ott at 
Creston, and when we pulled him from the 
shattered car hts only thought was for 
the money. Nothing would satisfy him un- 
til the. brakcman crawled into the wreck 
and secorcd the valuable pare*!. The 
lirakemau discovered the car to bo on fire, 
which we worked for jome time to extin- 
guish Meanwhile the conductor hud sent 
a man into Creston with word ot the ac- 
cident, and within a short time an en- 
gine and van arrived from Sirdar (o take 
the passengers on lo the landing. I am 
quite at a loss to understand how half the 
passengers aboard the wrecked train es- 
caped without the loss of life or limbs. 

Messrs Drurv and Proctor arrived In 
NflKon at 8 o'clock last night, being de- 
layed only three and a half hours.

The Council Endorses the System of 
Hating Independent Labor Condi- 
dates. 

At a largely attended meeting Qf the 
trades and labor council on Wednesday 
evening the standing commSttees were ap- 
pointed. In regard to the objection en- 
tered by Mr. Geo. Penkcth, of the boUer- 
mukers" union, agaiiujt a resolution pass- 
ed at the last mcetliag it -wofl decided to 
refer the mutter to the boilerinakers. 

The following resolution passed at the 
meeting of the Domirfon Trades and 
Labor Congress at Montreal last year 
•was endorsed: 

"Whereas the various reports from the 
provinces and from the general oxecnlivo 
of this congress are in effect to bo that 
so far as our efforts by petitions and \\\- 
lerviews witli the Icg-islatures of tlie pro- 
vinces and with tlie federal government 
of this country, that nothing has licen ac- 
i:ompHslied bv tlie above Jiieutioued me- 
thods; resolved, that tliis congrct-s veoom- 
nieuds that th<,' variou.s central Ijodies of 
labor in Canada lake such steps to form 
tliemsclves into politicaJ ort'iinizations on 
iiukpeiuleiit lilies from the old capitalistic 
political parties, and -whererer, in tlio 
opinion of our central bodies, they are in 
sulUcieiit numbers to lira Taut placing can- 
didates in the field that we endeavor to 
liave direct representation iu tlie vanous 
liouaes of parliaracnt on lines .similar to 
the organized workers of Great Britain, 
British CoWmblft, Ncw Zo.nland and Aus- 
tralia, and that hei'"!iftpr momberH of la- 
bor organizations found on the platform 
and advocating the interests ot the old 
political parties be regarded witli sus- 
picion, as decoys of the wage earners, 
and should be regarded as oi>ponents of 
the advanced labor inoveinent, and that 
tlris be snliniitted to a referen.lum vote 
of all ot the orgiuiiztitioiis in alllliation 
with this conigrcsc^, and should such a 
vote beiin the nllirmative then immediate- 
ly proceed on the aliove linos."
